It  appears  to  have  been  applied  only  in  cases  of  royalty  or  nobility  and,  in  the  case 
of  Robert  Fitz  Randolph,  was  a  separate  name  employed — as  was  then  quite  usual — in 
exactly  the  same  way  as  we,  today,  use  “Jr.,”  or  Roman  numerals  after  a  name.  In 
succeeding  generations  the  name  "Fitz”  was  sometimes  employed  and  sometimes  omitted.

Appointed  Colonel  Commandant 
of  the  Lancaster  Militia  and  as  such  exterminated  the  Rappahannock  Indians.  Settled  on  the  banks  of  the  Rappa¬ 
hannock  River,  where  he  built  the  original  Christ  Church,  oldest  church  in  Virginia.  He  established  the  first  family 
seat  in  America,  to  which  he  gave  the  Indian  name,  “Corotoman  ’.  Col.  Carter  had  five  wives.  By  his  fourth  wife, 
Sarah  Ludlovve,  he  had  a  daughter,  Sarah  (who  died  without  issue)  and  a  son,  ROBERT. 


ROBERT  CARTER,  of  “Corotoman”  (1662-1732).  Called  “KING  CARTER"  because  of  his  arrogance. 
One  of  tne  greatest  landowners  and  slaveholders  of  his  day.  He  had  two  wives.  By  his  second  wife.  Betty  Landon. 
he  was  grandfather  of  Benjamin  Harrison,  4th  Governor  of  Virginia  and  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
whose  son,  General  William  Henry  Harr  son  was  ninth  President  of  the  United  States.

NOTES 

The  name  Randolph  has  undergone  many  changes  during  the  eight  or 
ten  centuries  it  is  known  to  have  existed.  The  Norman,  Saxon,  Celtic, 
French,  Latin  and  English  languages  have  all  used  the  name  in  different 
forms,  such  as  “Radulph  ,  "Ramtlph”  (with  the  Latin  variations  of  case, 
“Radulphus”,  “Radulphi”,  and  “Ranulphus”,  “Ranulphi”),  “Randolf”, 
“Randoll”,  "Randolphe”,  "Randal”,  “Randle”,  etc.  Since  the  Twelfth 
Century,  the  Norman  prefix  “Fitz”  sometimes  has  been  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  name  (see  the  9th  generation,  above). 

This  prefix  has  its  equivalent  in  almost  every  language.  It  corresponds 
to  the  English  "son”,  the  German  “sohn”,  the  Scandinavian  “sen”,  the 
Scotch  "Mac'  ,  the  Irish  "O',”  the  Russian  “witz",  "witch”  or  "vitch”,  the 
Spanish  “ez”,  the  Welsh  “ap”,  etc. 

However,  the  name  "Randolph”,  or  "Fitz  Randolph”  has  always  been 
used  to  denote  a  certain  group  of  interrelated  persons,  of  whom  there  were 
not  a  great  many  in  ancient  times  and  who  were  unquestionably  descended 
from  Rolf  ("Ralph”  or  “Rolph”),  the  Norseman  conqueror  and  predecessor 
of  W  illiam  the  Conqueror  (or  King  William  I),  the  Norman  invader  who 
crossed  over  from  France  and  won  the  Battle  of  Hastings  in  1066. 

It  is  held  by  some  authorities  that  the  name  Randolph  developed  from 
the  earlier  names  "Ralph’  and  “Rolph”  (or  "Rolf”).  Another  theory  is 
that  Ralph”  and  "Rolph”  are  contractions  of  "Randolph”.  If  we  take 
the  name  ‘  Randolph”  and  omit  the  letters  “o  ',  “ft"  and  “d",  wc  have 
Rolph  .  And  if  we  omit  the  letters  “ft",  “ d "  and  “0”  the  result  is  "Ralph”. 
Hie  first  twenty-five  generations  (as  numbered  above),  are  taken  from 
rife  Randolph  Traditions.  A  Story  of  a  Thousand  Years,  by  Lewis  V.  F. 
Randolph,  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  Jersey  Hu-f.irica! 
Society  by  the  Riverside  Press,  New  York,  1907. 

In  the  course  of  the  thousand  years  here  outlined,  there  were,  naturally, 
many  battles,  floods,  fires,  etc.,  which  destroyed  archives  containing  much 
genealogical  data.  Thus,  there  is  room  for  argument  on  almost  any  genea¬ 
logical  line  reaching  back  beyond  the  Sixteenth  Century.  On  this  particular 
line  many  historians  and  genealogists  hold  conflicting  opinions,  none  of 
which  can  be  absolutely  proven  or  disproven,  and  all  of  which  are  plausible. 
The  best  attempts  of  genealogists  who  try  to  delve  into  these  ancient  times 
can  not  be  set  down  as  records  of  mathematical  exactness. 

The  Randolph  lines  here  given  are  subject  to  all  these  vagaries  of 
antiquity,  but  it  may  faithfully  be  said  that  they  represent  the  best  efforts 
of  their  authors,  all  of  whom  are  eminent  antiquarians. 

Specifically,  these  lines  are  based  on  the  following  sources,  cited  by  the 
author  of  Fite  Randolph  Traditions: 

1.  Authorities  of  the  British  Museum  at  London. 

2.  Authorities  of  the  Bodleian  Library  at  Oxford,  and  of  the  libraries 
at  York,  Nottingham  and  Exeter. 

3.  Rare  and  valuable  works  (some  in  the  original  Latin),  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  historians  and  antiquarians:  Blackner,  Vail,  Dugdalc, 
Thoroton,  Drake,  Gale,  Banks,  Walker  and  Speight.

Information  on  later  branches  of  the  Randolph  family,  in 
America,  was  supplied  bv  members  of  the  family,  the  archives 
of  tf  New  wort  Pvbt \z  Library,  th-  •  Ycrk  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society  and  The  North  American  (Philadel¬ 
phia,  Nov.  3,  1912). 

The  Virginian  family  of  Randolphs  undoubtedly  springs  from 
the  same  Old  World  source  for,  although  <1  is  not  known  what, 
if  any,  blood  relationship  existed  between  the  two  families,  it  is 
known  that,  in  American  Colonial  days,  they  referred  to  each 
other  as  “kinsmen”.  A  biographer  of  John  Randolph  of  Roanoke 
says  that  the  Virginia  Randolphs  came  from  a  family  ‘  of  great 
antiquity  in  England  and  Scotland”.  There  s  only  one  Randolph 
family  “of  great  antiquity  in  England  anc  >cotland",  and  that  is 
the  one  treated  here.  All  Randolphs — whethe  they  have  preserved 
the  ancient  Norman  prefix  "Fitz".  as  some  New  Jersey  members 
have  persisted  in  doing  to  the  present  d  or,  like  the  Virginia 
family,  dropped  this  prefix,  or,  like  still  otier  lines, .have  compro¬ 
mised  on  the  middle  initial  “F” — are  descended,  in  one  way  or  an¬ 
other.  from  them.  But  the  two  families  are  Tstinct  and  separate  in 
America,  and  the  Virginian  Randolphs  carry  an  entirely  different 
coat-of-arms.  illustrated  here  for  purpose*  of  comparison,  which 
was  granted  to  Thomas  Randolph  of  Badlesmere  by  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  in  1571.  1

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Ribald  had  a  brother  Bardolf,  (see 
7th  generation,  above),  who  was  progenitor  of  the  Lords  of 
Ravensworth,  ancestors  of  George  Washington. 

Armorial  bearings  here  given  are  taken  from  Burke’s  General 
Armoury.  Fairbairn’s  Booh  oj  Crests,  Matthews’  American  Ar¬ 
moury  and  Blue  Book,  Ancestral  Records  and  Portraits  of  the 
Colonial  Dames  of  America,  Gore’s  Roll  of  Arms  and  (  in  the  case 
of  Gervais),  Mailhol's  Diclionnoirc  de  la  Noblesse  Franiaisc. 

The  author  of  Fite  Randolph  Traditions  is  of  the  opinion  that 
Lord  Robert  Fitz  Randolph's  arms,  as  used  at  Middleham  Castle, 
are  the  more  appropriate  for  use  by  American  Randolphs.  But, 
since  his  contentions  cannot  actually  be  proved,  it  srims  safer  to 
rely  c:i  Burkes  G.  nci u<  Armoury,  wmen  gives  'a  mevroil  be¬ 
tween  three  fleui  .>-de-lis”.  a  coat-of-arms  which,  because  of  the 
fleurs-de-lis.  certainly  denotes  the  family  of  Neman  origin. 
Moreover,  Burke  is  borne  out  hy  Fairbairn’s  Booh  of  Crests, 
which  gives  the  crest  as  a  "lion  rampant”,  sometimes  shown  with 
a  fleur-de-lis  in  one  paw  and  a  thistle  in  the  other  (to  denote  that 
the  family  came  from  France  to  Scotland).  But,  more  often  than 
not.  either  one  or  both  of  these  national  emblems  is  omitted,  espe¬ 
cially  by  branches  of  the  family  no  longer  living  in  Scotland. 

At  Dives-sur-Mcr,  in  Brittany,  there  still  exists  .he  original 
inn  at  which  William  the  Conqueror  and  his  invading  hand  of 
nobles  put  up  ior  the  night  on  the  eve  of  their  sailing  for  the  con¬ 
quest  of  England.  The  inn  itself  (now  called  "Guillaume  Con- 
quereur”,  and  world-famed  for  its  excellent  food  and  wines),  is  in 
a  remarkable  state  of  preservation,  although  over  800  years  old. 
Visitors  are  shown  a  room  wherein  are  hung  shields  bearing  the 
coats-of-arms  of  the  nobles  who  sailed  with  William,  and  among 
these  shields  may  he  seen  that  of  Count  Herald  Fit :  Randolph, 
who  is  mentioned  in  “Doomsday  Book"  as  having  )een  on  the 
voyage.  The  shield  is  charged  with  the  above  mentioned  “chevron 
between  three  fleurs-de-lis”. 


This  coat-of-arms  and  the  “lion  rampant”  crest  are  used  by  New  York 
Randolphs  today  in  conjunction  with  the  motto  Jamais  Arrxere,  (“Never 
behind”).  This,  however,  is  not  the  motto  of  the  Randolph  family  proper, 
but  conies  to  them  from  the  Douglas  family,  with  whom,  in  early  days  in 
Scotland,  they  were  intermarried  and  closely  associated.  (The  same  motto 
often  refers  to  a  number  of  families  through  intermarriage  or  some  special 
cause  for  adoption).  Burke  gives  the  Randolph  motto  as  Per  aspere  belli, 
("Through  the  hardships  of  war”). 

The  Randolph  and  Douglas  families  both  held  the  Earldom  of  Moray, 
(sometimes  spelled  Murray),  Thomas  Randolph  (d.  1322)  having  been 
created  first  Earl  in  1314  by  his  uncle,  King  Robert  the  Bruce.  The  title 
subsequently  passed  from  Randolph’s  descendants  to  Archibald  Douglas 

in  1445. 

This  Lord  Thomas  Randolph  and  his  wife,  the  former  Lady  Isabel 
Stewart,  had  a  daughter  Lady  Agnes  Randolph,  who  married  Patrick,  9th 
Earl  of  Dunbar  ana  Marche.  Dunbar  Castle  having  once  been  attacked  by 
the  English  during  Patrick’s  absence,  "Black  Agnes”  (as  she  came  to  be 
known),  mounted  the  ramparts  and  assumed  command.  So  adept  was  she 
at  the  strenuous  art  of  battle-axe  and  bludgeon  that  for  nineteen  weeks 
she  successfully  defended  her  husband’s  castle  (1337-38).  "Black  Agnes” 
had  a  daughter,  Lady  Agnes  Dunbar,  who  married  Sir  James  Douglas, 
Lord  of  Dalkeith  and  Liddesdale. 

In  1215  the  English  barons  rebelled  against  the  injustices  of  King  John 
anil  forced  from  him  *  Magna  Carta.”  or  the  Great  Charter,  to  define  and 
protect  their  rights.  Twenty-five  of  the  leading  barons  were  chosen  to  be 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  "Magna  Carta”  and  were  known  as 
"Sureties.”  In  them  was  vested  a  certain  power  of  redress  against  the 
King,  sliuulu  ht  Leak  any  prorisicr.  of  “Mag::u  Catia,"  and  to  them  was 
entrusted  the  guardianship  ot  the  charter  itself.  Chief  among  these  "Sure¬ 
ties”  was  Roger  Bigod,  Earl  of  Norfolk,  whose  daughter  Mary  married 
Randolph  Fitz  Randolph,  Lord  of  Middleham  (see  10th  generation,  above). 
A  curious  coincidence  is  the  fact  that  Helen  Earle  Lothrop  (later  Mrs. 
Edmund  Dutilh  Randolph)  is  also  descended — in  the  25th  generation — from 
Roger  Bigod.  Thus,  the  generations  following  Edmund  Dutilh  Randolph 
can  claim  a  double  line  of  descent  from  this  illustrious  Earl. 

The  Carter  arms  ami  the  following  passage  relating  to  that  family  are 
taken  from  Some  Colonial  Mansions  and  Those  Who  Lived  in  Them,  by 
Thomas  A.  Glenn,  who  says : 

"Among  the  prominent  families  of  the  historic  Old  Dominion,  illustrious 
in  Colonial  days  for  personal  worth  and  talent,  for  their  distinguished  social 
position,  for  the  prestige  that  came  from  the  possession  of  high  political 
office,  and  for  the  consideration  that  attached  to  the  ownership  of  large 
landed  estates  and  many  slaves,  none  took  precedence  of  the  Carters, 
though  others  might  claim  to  rank  beside  them.” 

The  Randolph  families,  (both  with  and  without  the  “Fitz”),  and  the 
Carters  are  all  of  royal  descent.  That  is,  their  lineage  is  traced  to  the 
legitimate  issue  of  kings.  See  American  Families  of  Royal  Descent,  by 
Charles  H.  Browning. 
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
